IN  COLONIAL  OFFICE 

Anderson  entered  the  Colonial  Of- 
fice,  and,  after  a  few  years,  was 
transferred  to  the  olhce  of  the  Oov- 
ement  UiunyMe  Ooauakilanari  at 
the  time,  over  twenty-five  years  ago, 
when  the  whole  system  ol  mdustrlal 
insurance  as  It  Is  today  wae  hetng 
set  In  operation.  It  was  Anderson 
who  helped  to  make  this  scheme  a 
workable  propoeMaa. 

During  the  war,  he  did  all  kinds 
of  useful  work,  goinf^rora  failnlstry 
to  ministry,  and,  after  the  Armistice, 
wae  made  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue,  wliieh  It  the  de- 
partment which  deals  with  the  whole 
of  tile  taxation  ol  the  country^  In- 
cludlnff  the  oolleetfan  ef  taweoM  tax 
and  death  dutie.s. 

At  that  tune,  the  troubles  In  Ire- 
land, whieh  had  eome  to  a  head  In 
Ea.ster  week  of  1916,  were  giving  the 
Government  daily  headacltes,  aiid 
Anderson,  who  had  already  come  to 
be  reoognlied  as  a  cod.  level-beaded 
admlnlatrator.  was  sent  to  Dublin, 
under  the  Viceroy  of  Ireland,  with 
orders  to  bring  about  some  under- 
itaadlaf  between  the  Zriah  Na- 
tional istg,jg4  the  British  Oovern- 
ment.  He  played  a  large  part.  In 
brlnglnf  about  peace  with  the  Mh 
Flee  State,  and  as  a  reward  he  was 
brought  back  to  Whitehall  and  made 
Under  Secretary  of  State  at  the 
Home  Office.  He  became,  in  other 
words,  the  de  facto  governor  of  Bif- 
land. 

GOVERNOR  OF  BENGAL 

Ten  years  at  the  Home  Office  did 
net  Uunt  hit  admlnletratlve  eapaclty 

or  his  genius  for  conciliation.  In 
1932,  at  the  height  of  the  troubles  in 
Bengal,  when  British  offtciaU  were 
being  shot  at  and  anarchy  and  aedl- 
Uon  were  raising  their  heade  frqm 

tlie     Himalayan     foothills    tO  the 

mouths  of  the  Oanges,  Andenon 
was  chosen  to  gO  out  to  Oaleutta  as 

Oovenior  of  Bengal  and  to  see  what 
he  could  do  with  the  dlsaflected 
tlivaa. 

He  reached  India  when  terrorism 
was  at  Its  height  and  he  Uckled  it 
ruthlessly.  He  had  hardly  Uken 
over  his  position  before  the  revolu- 
tionaries turned  ihelr  attention  to 
him.  Onoe.  on  hu  way  from  his 
hill  station  to  Calcutta,  he  missed 
death  by  inches  when  a  bomb  was 
planted  on  a  rattway  track  over 
which  he  was  to  travel.  A  few 
months  later,  a  nest  of  bomba  was 
found  near  a  buildinK  where  Ander- 
son was  to^ak  before  a  university 
oonvention.

X4tft  week  the  world  of  mu.slc  lo.st 
one  of  its  moat  brilliant  mftids  In 
the  passing  of  Leopold  Godowsky, 

acclamicd  by  mu.sicians  the  great- 
est contrapiintallst  since  the  days 
of  Bach.  Bom  in  the  ancient  town 
of  Wilna.  Lithuanian  province  of 
Ru.vsian  Poland,  on  February  13. 
1870,  \\e  was  ttie  son  of  a  physician 
who,  while  attencling  a  family  dur- 
ing a  terrible  scourge  of  cholera, 
was  .sirii  ki  ii  and  died,  leaving  Oo- 
dow^ky  s  mother  penniless. 

Godowsky  showed  an  extraordi- 
nary aptitude  for  mu.slc  at  the  a;;c 
of  three;  at  tlie  age  of  five  he  com- 
poeed  a  mtaiuei— the  middle  tac- 
tion was  a  perfect  canon.  <He  ii.^cd 
this  canon  in  another  composition 
twenty-three  years  later.)  -At  nine 
he  gave  his  first  public  concert. 
The  youth  was  sent  to  the  Hoch- 
schula  in  Berlin  as  the  protew  of 
a  rich  banker  of  Keonisgburg.  He 
found  the  echool  ao  doU  and  «on- 

ventlonal  that  he  left  attOT  a  ftw 
montli:.,  entering  upon 
can  tour  when  bot^  fourteen 
of  age.

'Ihii.s  we  discover  that  Oodowsky 
was  practically  a  self-taught  musi- 
cian.

As  a  con.sequence  the 
Laurentiana  possess  sufficient  open  hills 
to  permit  almost  limitless  scope  for  .ski- 
ing, there  being  sufflclent  wooded  slope.i 
to  hold  the  snow  and  pre.sent  the  more 
hazardous  form  of  ski  mg— wood  nmning. 
Thus  ski  trails,  of  which  there  are  more 
than  1,000  miles  In -the-Laureniiarw.  fall 
mto  two  cateigorles.  There  are  those  which 
form  the  connecting  links  between  vil- 
lages, and  run  for  the  greater  part  through 
open  country,  and  those  which  cut 
thmtii-h  Wooded  terrain,  linking  popular

As  the  Laurentlan  Winter  Is  a  rigorous 
one,  heavy  snows  and  sub-zero  tempera-

sand  left  by  the  retreating  tide  .so  com- 
mon in  the  south  of  Xngland.  for  exam- 
ple We  h;ivp.  of  coiirso,  areas  in  which 
t  iains  abound  or  where  tlie  coniaion  edi- 
ble mussel  exists  by  thousaod&JlUt  the 
prettier  shells,  the  fhorr  highly  colnred 
ones  and  the  more  beautifully  patterned, 
ere  rarely  found  in  our  bays.  Occasion- 
ally you  may  come  on  beds  of  shells  that 
have  been  piled  up  by  the  waves  4iong 
high  water  mil*.  TlWii.  6r  eemrse,  afe 
because  of  Ihelr  manner  of  collection 
"usually  more  or  less  damaged  and  worn, 
ihey  are  perhaps  chiefly  interesting  be- 
cause they  give  us  a  clue  to  the  origin  of 
certain  assemblages  of  shells  found  in  a 
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fossil  sUte  like  those  of  Bhlrley.  beyond^ 
Sooke.  They  are  not  to  be  confounded 
_  vvith  the  shell  mounds  that  mark  th» 
feasting  places  of  the  Indians  In  former 
ttmea  and  whose  contents  are  sometimes 
mi.slalcpn  for  fossils  They  are.  however, 
cii-siuiKuislied  from  these  by  the  presence 
in  them  oit  charcoal  from  tires  as  well  as 
fragments  of  stone  shattered  by  heat,  and 
by  stiil  more  convincing  stone  and  bone 
tools. 

Kifcliffii  Midd«iii 

THESE  shell  mounds  deserve  a  more 
particnlar  reference  because  of  their 
numbers,  the  great  size  of  some  of  them 
and  their  testimony  to  i>ast  shore  cmidi- 
tions  Unfortunately  many  of  them  nave 
almost  vanished  and  some  wholly,  largely 
owing  to  the  eonventence  they  present  to 
those  who  use  them  for  various  purposes. 
I  say  unfortunately"  because  they  are 
an  ImporUnt  part  of  the  unwritten  hls-- 
torlcal  record  of  the  past  In  Europe 
these  deposits  have  long  been  appreciated 
as  relies  of  Btone  Age  man  whoa*  reign 
there  is  a  thhiR  of  the  long  past,  while 
here  his  culture  lingered  on  centuries 
later  iwid  passed,  one  might  almost  say. 
over  night  into  thai  of  modern  men  with 
the  coming  of  European  and  American 
traders  to  our  coasts.  In  Dtfunark  the 
shell  mounds  are  known  as  "kjokken- 
moddlngs."  a  term  which  has  iU  British 
equivalent  In  "kitchen  middens?  for  they 
ure  found  not  only  in  Denmark  but  alonR 
(he  shores  of  Scotland  and  Ireland.  In

bottom  there  at  a  depth  of  ten  to  twenty 
fathoms,  or  sixty  to  120  feet,  pectens  or

They  are  beautiful  creatures  with  their 
rosy  pink  shells  marked  by  radiating  ribs 
bearing  fin*  teeth;  and  when  th*  shells' 
are  opened  the  animals  themselves  are 
pleasant  to  look  at  with  their  fringed 
mantle  and  the  little  shining  eyes  that 
form  a  ring  around  the  base.  Many  of 
them  we  found  were  covered  with  a 
growth  of  sponge.  The  pectens  are  actlT* 
creatures  anid  if  we  consider  the  evidence 
of  Dr.  Land.sborouRh.  a  noted  British  na- 
turalist, we  shall  think  of  the  pecten  beds 
as  very  far  fronii  belag  qutet  and  sluggish. 
He  .says  of  some  he  saw  In  an  English

It  is  true  there  were  youngsters 
and  may  have  been  playing  like  sportive 
lambs  while  their  elders  were  more  sedate, 
but  you  can  imagine  what  it  must  be  like 
when  the  baby  pectens  arrive  and  begin 
their  growth.

The  Living  Fossils 

FROM  the  Brotchie  Ledge  waters  we 
also  obtained  numbers  of  brachiopods, 
or  lamp  shells,  which,  while  resembling 
on  a  first  glance  bivalves,  on  closer  exam- 


ination are  found  to  be  entirely  different. 
For  one  thing  these  lamp  shells  are  at- 
tached by  a  stalk-Ilk*'  foot  which  pro- 
trudes through  a  roundish  openinij  m  the 
beak  of  the  larger  vaive^  When  the  great 
bladder  kelpe  are  thrown  up  on  the  beach 
by  Winter  storms,  a  careful  search  of  the 
.  root-like  holdfasts  will  sometimes  discover 
laimp  shells  attached  to  them:  I  have  fre- 
quently found  them  in  this  way.  It  is 
this  oriflca  In  the  beak  that  has  obtained 
for  them  the  name  of  lamp  shells  becausjT 
they  resemble  the  ancient  pattern  of  lamp 
with  the  wick  rising  from  one  end  of  the 
oil  cayjty  through  a  hole  or  tube.  In  an 
'ordliitty '  bivalve  such  as  a  clam,  oyster 
or  mu.'iS'el,  the  valves  or  sheik:  lie  along 
ihc  sides  of  the  animal,  but  in  the  lamp 
shell  they  are  placed  back  and  front.  So

Brachiopods  are  truly  living  fossils.  Once 
they  were  ^SSfSfWi  BIBgt  wUlespnad  of 
marine  animals  In  time  and  space  l^MH 
are  found  fossil  as  far  back  as  the  Cam- 
brian and  attahied  their  greatest  tf*v*l- 
opment  in  Ordovician  and  Silurian  tlm**;. 
irom  the  sedimentary  rocks  of  the  Palaeo- 
soic  1,500  species  have  been  Identffled, 
whll*  today  the  known  living  .species 
number  only  a  little  over  200.  1  may  add 
that  most  of  the  brachiopods  carry  with 
them  in  their  shells  a  means  of  Identifi- 
cation suggestive  of  our  finger-prmt 
methods.

The  des- 
ignation "purple"  has  nothing  to  do  with 
the  color  of  the  shell,  but  to  the  English 
lurm  of  -  purpura,"  the  name  of  the  genus 
to  which  our  Thais  was  formerly-  at- 
tributed, and  which  has  Its  origin  and 
relaltion  to  our  word  "purple"  In  the  an- 
irient  fBXtraction  of  that  color  from  cer- 
tain related  shell  animals  of  the  Eastern 
Mediterranean.

WHOEVER  started  the  phrase  moral 
rearmament  on  its  career,  It  Is 
fast  nnding  a  place  before  the 
footlights.  The  European  crisis  made  it 
a  live  question  Kings  and  queens,  jour- 
nalists and  financiers,  statesmen  and 
labor  leaders  are  commenting  upon  the 
idea  favorably  as  likely  to  bring  peace  to 
the  world, 

Th*  recent  wortd  gathering  of  Oxford 
Groupers  at  [nterlaken  in  Switzerlan* 
did  much  to  popularize  the  phrase.  This 
conference  of  two  thousand  persons  from 
forty-five  countries  had  a  good  pre.ss. 
From  the  fifteen  press  agencies  there 
represented,  an  aeeourtt  of  the  eoiif*r- 
ence  was  flashed  to  the  world  in  .some  in- 
stances two  and  three  times  a  day. 

Correspondence  broke  out~1n  the  Eng- 
lish press  that  still  further  brought  the 
Idea  before  the  public,  A  letter  to  The 
London  Times  from  more  than  forty 
members  of  the  Hou.mj  of  Commons,  re-

count there  given  "of  a  cru.sade  of  moral, 
disarmament,"  which  appears  tO  b* 
spreading  rapidly  and  to  be  providing  a  ' 
common  meeting  ground  in  many  of  the 
chief  storm  centres  of  the  world.'*  This 
group  of  legislators  went  on  to  say  that 
•  In  these  fateful  days,  anything  which

Record  Office's 
Centenary 

THE  Record  Office  In  Chancery  Lane 
has  just  celebrated  its  centenary  with 
a  reception  attended  by  a  thousand  Kues's 
'ncluding  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Kent. 
It  will  be  another  hundred  years,  however, 
before  all  Its  documents  have  been  read 
A  .  single  worker,  it  is  said,  would  lake 
thre*  hundred  years  to  peruse'  a|l  ,ih* 
legal  records  a.s  yet  unread  belonging  to 
one  comparatively  small  class.  The  sort- 
ing of  indlcial  writs  began  in  184S  and  Is 
not  yet  finished 

Probably  the  most  famous  document 
found  at  the  Record  OflRce  In  recent  years 
was  a  papal  Indulgence  of  UTS— the  ear- 
liest known  example  of  Caxton's  printing. 
That  was  discovered  in  1928. 

Many 

of  them  being  prf)fe.s,sors  of  literature 
Their  Investigations  have  added  much  to 
the-  slender  biographical  knowledge  of 
Shakespeare.  In  1925  Prf)f.  Leslie  Hiit.soh 
dlsctrvered  there  the  inquest  on  Christo- 
pher Marlowe,  which  cnnflrmed  the  legenrt^ 
aiymtlMh>*n>wg*4eath  in  a  dnink*abnlwl..

Picking  Up  Purple  Olivet 

IU8T  as  the  table  olive  is  the  product  of 
a  warmer  climate  than  ours,  so  the 
shell  animals  named  after  it  at*  fbr 
the  most  part  residents  In  warmer  waters 
and  in  more  equatorial  laUtudes.  The 
Olivids,  which  Includ*  th*  OUT**  or  In* 
olives,  the  Ollvellas  or  purple  olives,  the 
Anciliarias  or  maidens  and  the  Harpas  or 
harp  shells,  ar*  with  th*  *xe*ptloB  of 
two  or  three  .species  of  Ollvellas  all  na- 
tives of  tropical  or  sub-tropicai  seas.  It 
Is  IntoreeUng  to  find  on*  of  th*s*  purpl* 
olives  at  least  occurs  on  the  shores  of 
Vancuitver  Island  and  at  no  great  distance 
from  Victoria  in  this  day  of  ears.  It  waa 
discovered  on  our  West  Coast  many  years 
ago  by  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Taylor,  who  found- 
ed th*  Biological  Station  at  Departure 
Bay,  Nanainio.  and  who  was  in  turn  in- 
cumbent of  St.  Luke's.

w/HUf  ttie4ast^ensioner  of  the  Oreat 

W  War  draws  his  last  instalment,  the 
British  taxpayer  will  have  closed  an  ac- 
coimt  the  outgo  of  which.  It  Is  calculated, 
will  have  aggregated  ten  billion  dollar.s. 

"I  have,  twenty  years  after  the  Great 
War.  still  on  the  books  of  my  Ministry 
420,000  pensioners,  and  besides  them 
about  500,000  dependents,"  Mr.  H.  Rams- 
botham,  Minister  of  Pensions,  tokl  a 
meeting  of  the  Mtttfi  'LsfUm  la  Surrey 
the  other  day. 

There  are  on  any  day  in  the  year 
about  2,000  patients  In  my  hospitals,  and 
I  wish  that  some  of  those  who,  after  the 
danger  of  the  recent  crisis  had  passed, 
glibly  demanded  firmer  stands  ,  and 
stronger  measures  would  spend  a  few 
days  going  around  those  hospitals  and 
seeing  for  themselves  the  wreckage  that 
still  remains  from  a  war  fought  nearlV  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago,"  he  continued. 

"I  am  still  paying  out  In  pensions  about 
$195,000,000  a  year,  and  the  total  ex- 
penditure on  war  pensions  from  1914  to 
March  31,  1938,  amounts  to  $6,375,000,000, 
or  double  the  whole  of  the  National  Debt 
before  the  war."

.grave.  The  Bacon  Society,  which  exists 
lo  mialntatir  the  view  that  Lord  Bacon 
wrote  Shakespeare's  plays,  held  that  If 
Spenser's  grave  were  opened  the  manu- 
sertpti  might  recovered  and  that  If 
there  n'-'-e  one  «!lcnrd  bv  Shakespeare  it 
would  be  possible  to  compare  the  pen-

signatures  which  are  all  that  are  left  of 

his  handwriting. 

So  the  Dean  was  persuaded  to  allow  the 
ground  to  be  opened  near  the  wall  monu- 
ment that  testifies  that  close  at  hand  l.-s 
Spenser's  grave.  The  search  took  place 
at  night  A  lefid  coffin  was  found  which 
proved  to  be  empty.  There  was  no  In- 
dication as  to  who  bad  been  jaur led  in  it. 
The  earth  about  it  mU^CtttnCftf  sifted 
but  no  pcAi  or  mannseripts  were  dls- 

covered.

The  other  four 
seats  were  so  strongly  held  by  the  Gov- 
ernment three  years  ago  that  the  best 
Labor  can  hope  for  is  a  reduction  of  the 
majoritlea.

AT  this  season  of  the  year,  when 
garaeii  remakiMu  i.s  in  order,  plant- 
ers find  themselves  confronted  by 
one  common  problen)  .-the  question  of  soil 
imi)rovement.  Too  often  the  Importance 
of  the  correct  answer  is  not  fully  realized. 
«nd  hence  is  Mi  pretty  much  t&  guess- 
work. 

The  gardener,  for  Instance,  may  say  to 
himself.  "This  seems  to  be  an  acid  soil; 
lOl  put  on  an  extra  bag  of  lime."  Or.  if 
the  perennial  border  hasn't  done  so  very 
well,  he  decides  to  give  it  an  extra  dose  of 
-hene-me^l  or «hemteat' fertilizer,  when,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  nwther  of  theae  may  be 
what  it  requlre-s.

THE  organism  that  cau.ses  the  or- 
dinary scab  of  potatoes  is  indlgen-i 
oua  to  a  great  many  sous,  therefore 
this  disease  cannot  be  controlled  by  plant 
and  tuber  selection  and  seed  sterilization 
methods.  The  use  of  certified  seed  and 
the  Immersion  of  the  whole  or  cut  .seed 
'.ubers  in  a  1.1000  mercuric  chloride  (cor- 
rosive sublimate)  solution  or  a  1:40  for- 
malin solution  is  always  wLsc  agricultural 
practice  to  keep  under  control  virus, 
rhlzbctonia.  hlack  leg.  and  other  diaeases. 
but  additional  precautions  are  required  In 
the  control  of  scab. 

Of  importance  in  the,  control  of  scab  Is 
the  selection  of  fertile  soils  that  are  acid 
-to  litmus  or  other  indicators.  The  relation 
of  scab  to  soil  acidity  has  been  clearly 
hhown  by  the  studies  of  soli  composition 
in  relation  to  disease,  conducted  by  the 
staff  of  the  Dominion  Laboratory  of  Plant 
Pathology  at  Saanichton.  B.C.  Scab  on 
potatoes  is  cbmparattvely  rare  on  Van- 
couver Island  or  In  the  Lower  Fra.ser  Val- 
ley. The  freedom  of  these  areas  is  due 
to  the  characteristic  acid  conditlmof  the 
.';)lls  The  hundreds  of  .soil  analy.ses  made 
yearly  by  us  reveal  that  the  average  soil 
avidity  on  the  Coast  ranges  from  pH  5— 
pH  6.  which  are  acid  reactions.  [

The  complete  control  of  scab  on  clam 
shell  soils  is  next  to  an  imposaiblllty.  ow- 
ins  to  the  difficulty  of  neutralizing  .such 
a  high  lini^e  content,  but  In  the  Interior 
of  British  Columbia  where  scab  frequent- 
ly occurs  over  wide  areas,  the  u.se  of  cheap 
sulphur  and  green  manure  crops  often 
assiati  materially  in  the  control  of  scab. 
Pine  sulphur  powdcr.s  when  added  to  soils 
are  rapidly  converted  into  acids  ^by 
niimeroua  sou  crganlsms  and  the  forma- 
iUm  of  these  acids  assists  in  th^  destruS^ 
tion  of  the  scab  organism.

SINCE  a  great  many  British  Columbia 
soil«  ""e  sh'zhtiy  deficient  m  sulphur, 
the  heavy  dusting  with  sulphur  of  the 
planting  furrows  usually  reflects  favor- 
ably upon  sub.sequent  crops  and  nearly 
always  assists  m  the  destruction  of  scab. 
I'he  application  of  as  much  as  SOO  pounds 
of  sulphur  per  acre  is  often  economical, 
but  sulphur  alone  will  seldom  completely 
clean  up  a'soU  that  yields  nothing  but 
scabby  potatoes. 

Sod  planting  Is  an  ancient  and  proven 
method  in  the  control  of  scab-  The  pro- 
Involved  in  tlie.  deconipo<ltlun  vtw 
heavy  .sod  create  a  temporary  add  con- 
dition that  protects  potatoes  from  the 
scab  organism.  Organic  matter  in  the~ 
form  of  barnyard  manure  fails  for  .some 
unknown  reason  to  give  the  same  pro- 
tection aa  &  liaayy  fraeh  aod. 


The  Life  of  Begonias 

li^EOONIA  bulbs  enjoy  no  fhced  tenure 
•P  of  Ufe.  It  Is  certain  that  if  nothUig 
Intervenes,  they  will  not,  under  average 
conditions,  be  worth  growing  'after  the 
filth  year. 

By  that  time  the  bulb  may  be  as  much 
as  four  to  five  inches  in  diameter,  a  huge 
wrinkled  thing  with  a  deep  multiple  crown. 
Out  of  the  latter  you  get  any  amount  of 
shoots,  but  none  of  Uiem  of  flowering 
quaUty. 

Tuberous  begonia  bulbs,  however,  ought 
tu)t  to  be  allowed,  to  reach  this  decrepit 
condition,  nor  will  they  if  theyi^re  divided 

every  third  iSpring. 

Cut  them  into  two  equal  portions,  smear 
the  cut  part  with  freshly-slaked  lime,  and 
you  have  two  begonia  bulbs  Where  prer 

vlously  there  was  one,  each  bulb  being  re^ 
Juvenated  by  division.  By  following  this 
method  the  stock  realjy  doea  last  ah  In-

To  change  a  linht  .soil  which  is  tOO 
porous  at,id  leachy,  one  may  add  a 
couple  of  inches  of  heavy  clayey  soil  to 
the  surface,  plus  plenty  of  peatmo.ss  or 
compost  material,  and  a  good  application 
of  bone  meal.  Again,  too  deep  digging  the 
first  sea.son  is  to  be  avoided  There  la 
much  to  be  said  In  favor  of  sub-.solling — 
but  not  for  the  beginning  of  a  soil-chang- 
ing programme  Results  make  it  worth 
while  to  add  annual  manure.^  \o  liRht  .soil. 
The  writer  s  experience  Is  that  it  is  better 
to  spMid  money  for  manure  or  Other 
humus-forming  materials,  than  to  pro- 
cure heavy  soil,  If  one  has  to  count  the 
pennies. 

If  one  wishes  to  try  a  wildf lower  spot, 
special  preparations  must  be  made.  Most 
wlldflowers  demand  iin  acid  soU.  By  add- 
ing a  generous  amount  of  oak  leaves,  oak-

The  Destruction  of  Soil  by 
Water  Erosion 

WHILE  the  extent  of  the  damage  done 
to.  cultivated  soils  in  Canada  by 

wat.er  erosion  Is  not  as  yet  sufflclently  ap- 
parent to  arouse  public  opinion,  there  is 
clear  evidence  that  a  considerable  amount 
of  damage  has  been  done  by  this  agency 
of  destruction,  states  Dr.  A.  Leahcy.  Di- 
vision of  Pleld  Husbandry,  Central  Experi 
mental  Farm  "It  is  not  exaggerating  the 
case  to  state  that  on  nearly  all  cultivated 
sloping  land  in  this  country,  loll  troaloa 
by  water  has  taken  place  In  some  die- 
tricts  the  appearance  of  yeUow_elay  or 
in'avel  spots,  the  stunted  and  spane  vege- 
tation on  the  knoUs.  and  the  occasional 
presence  of  gulMe.s.  are  unmistakable  evi- 
dences of  its  destructive  presence.  Bven 
Iwhire  such  visible  evidences  are  not 
present,  the  discerning  ob.server  can 
usually  detect  the  incipient  effects  of 
water  erosion.    ,  • 

"Sheet  erosion  or  surface  washing  is  a 
much  more  common  form  of  erosion  in 
Canada  tl>an  the  gully  type.  Tliis  Is 
probably  the  i  i  i  ipal  reason  why  the 
destructivfe  effect  of  water  erosion  has 
not  been  more  widely  recognized  as  the 
washing  away  of  the  rich  surface  soU 
may  proceed  so  slowly  a.s  to  often  pa.s.i 
unnoticed  until  the  farmer  finds  barren 
.spots  appearing  in  his  flelda.  whereas  the 
pffpcts  of  gullying  are  Immediately  no- 
ticeable. However,  If  sheet  erosion  is  not 
cont(tin«tt~guUylng  win  increase,  aa  4n 
most  ca.scs  the  formation  of  gullies  Is  the 
ultimate  outgrowth  of  .sheet  erosion. 

"The  common  farm  practice  of  culti- 
vating and  seeding  land  up  and  down  the 
slope  is  one  of  the  leading  causes  of  soli 
erosion  by  water.  Therefore,  the  flrst . 
jitep  that  should  be  taken  tn  tontrolling 
or  preventing  washing  away  of  the  «oll  Is 
to  avoid  this  practice  by  cultivating  and 


seeding  the  crops  acroaa  the  dope,  qr  on 

the  contour  of  the  land.  Thit  change  in 
tillage  practice  alone  may  give  an  ade- 
quate measure<6f  control  in  many  dis- 
tricts where  erosion  Is  not  as  yet  .nerlous. 
Where  the  adoption  of  this  practice  ot 
contour  farming  Is  not  in  itself  a  aufll- 
cient  measure  of  control,  supplementary 
control  measures  such  as  terradng  and 
regrassing  should  be  adopted."

Destroy  Rcfus^of  Field 
Crops  as  an  Aid  in  Con- 
trolling Disease 

IN  harvesti  ng  a  crop,  a  certain  amoun* 
of  plantt  refuse  remains  1»  the-fleld, 

which  when  It  Is  dl.sea.sed  beconiM  ft 
potential  itojirce  of  Infection  to  the  soil. 
For  this  rea^n  rotation  of  crops  Is  recom- 
mended aa  a  preventive  against  the  de- 
velopment  of  .vjll-borne  diseases  How- 
ever, many  growers  for  one  reason  or 
another  may  be  compelled  to  grow  similar 
crops  on  the  aame  ground  tor  a  number 
of  years.  Under  those  conditions  it  is 
esaenUal  that  aU  refuse  in  the  field 
should  be  earefuUy  gathered  up  and 
destroyed  as  soon  as  possible  following 

the  harvesting  of  each  crop.  st;ite<;  .J  K.

practice  Is  not  followed  the  soli  Ls  likely

All  pia;H  rcfu/«  Uiat  la  removed  from 
a  field  ahould  be  either  burned  or  buried 
where  it  will  not  be  uncovered-  Do  not 
put  refuse  on  a  manure  pile,  for  although 
the  material  decays,  organisms  causing 
dlaeaie  are  not  klUed.  iut  become  o&lxed 
WtUl  (lie  msnure  ami  may  be  spuad  to 
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clean  fields  It  is  al.so  unwise  to  pile  the 
refuse  in  some  back  corner  uf  the  farm 
and*  leave  It  exposed  to  the  weather  since 

many  organism.*  are  capable  of  being 
blown  long  distances,,  thuf  spreading  J.he 
dlaeala. 

It  is  not  suggested  that  ^nt  diaeases 

can  be  eliminated  hy  the  removal  and' 
destruction  of  crop  refuse,  but  certBlnl/ 
this  practice  tends  to  reduce  (he  con- 
tamination of  the  mA\  with  dl.sca.He-prO- 
ducing  organisms,  thereby  increasing  the 
i^mces  of  continued  growing  of  healthy 
cropA  Even  after  employing  the  most 
careful  culttiral  practices  It  is  often  dif- 
ficult to  get  satisfactory  control  of  dis- 
eases by  spraying.  Why.  then,  render  the 
situation  all  the  more  difficult  by  foUoiH 
Ing  any  practice  that  would  lend"  to  hi- 
crease  the  smount  of  dl-iease  In  the  soil, 
thus  increasing  the  probablUty  of  infec-

F  all  the  strange  birds  that  inhabit 
the  earth,  the  emperor  penguin, 
which  breeds  on  the  rocky 
of  the  Antarctic  regions,  la  one  ot  the 

MMBI^t. 

The  penguin  is  the  largest  of  the  wing- 
less and  flightless  swimming  birds,  the 
adult  standing  about  three  and  a  half  feet 
high  and  weighing  around  ninety  pounds. 
He  has  a  small  black  head  and  a  strong 
-pBhited  beak.  -  Ws  bark  is  black,  too,  and 
h\i<  abdomen  Is  white  His  short,  clumsy 
legs  are  feaUiered  down  to  nis  webbed 
feet,  and  In  place  of  vdngs  he  possesses  a 
pair  of  flippers  which  enable  him  to  .swim 
imder  water  for  a  long  time.  Mr,  Penguin 
vrottld  be  a  stnmg  competitor  In  the  Olym- 
pic t^arnes  as  a  long  distance  .swimmer  and 
diver  because  he  can  very  easily  swim  at 
the  rate^  a  hundred  miles  in  a  day,  and 
think  nomiuf  of  iC       '  — 

During  the  short  Summer  months,  these 
birds  gather  by  the  thousands  on  the 
rocky  Antarctic  shores  to  rear  their  young. 
After  the  breeding  sea.son  is  over,  how- 
cver.  they  take  to  tlie  sea  because  they 
are  fkiii  eaters  and  the  sea  is  their  home. 
While  walking  alouK  the  shore,  pengulaa 
never  follow  Individual  paths;  Instead 
they  have  tribal  paths,  marching  she  to 
eight  abreast  like  a  company  of  .soldiers 
Should  the  patK  lead  over  a  wet.  slippery 
place,  they  dig  little  trenches  across  the 
.spot  With  their  beaks  so  that  the  ground 
will  dry  into  hard  ridges  and  afford  them 
a  foothold.  Occasional  mishaps  occur 
while  clambering  over  rocks  due  to  their 
Inability  to  stot)p  when  they  Jiunp.  Sud- 
denly, in  going  over,  their  feet  will  skid 
from  under  them  and  they  fall  on  their 
backs  like  children,  their  heads  hitting 
the  hard  rock.  However,  they  pick  them- 
selves up  again  and  eoattnae  on  th» 
march. 

Penguins  never  bother  about  building 
nesU  like  other  bird;^^  hen  inerMy  lays 


a  l^hgle  egg  on  the  bare  rock  and,  when 
ready  to  sit.  supports  the  egg  on  the 
upper  sides  of  her  feet  while  she  squats 
on   it.     Strangely   enough,   the  newly 
hatched  chicks  are  afraid  of  water  and 
liave  to  be  forcetmr  by  the  parents.  It 
requires  seven  weeks  for  the  egg  to  hatch, 
therefort"  the  cock  and  the  hen  each  take 
a  turn  about  sitting.    Every  adult  wants 
to  sit.  When  a  nest  is  vacated,  a  flock, 
of  ten  or  twelve  birds  may  make  a  grand 
rush  for  the  place  and  tliej)est  man  wins! 
When  the  seriniiriage  is  or«.  the  victor 
carefully  examines  his  char^;e  before  tak- 
ing possession  i>ows  politely  to  the  lieu 
and  She  retttrnsTKrU^W.  Ufleu  U» 
the  egg  or  the  single  chick  is  In  grave 
danger  of  being,  crushed  in  the  melee 
when  so  many  n'elghborfTFffer  their  pa- 
ternal care. 

Because  they  stand  so  erect,  penguins 
may  be  mistaken  for  human  beings  when 
seen  from  a  distanee.  Tlu  y  oehavo  like 
humans,  too.  When  makmg  love,  tiie 
male  struts  proudly  around  the  female  In 
order  to  show  off  his  good  points  and 
manly  bearing.  In  penguin  language  he^ 
probably  says:  "What  a  fine  fellow  I  -am. 
I'll  make  you  a  good  husband! "  Then  he 
suddenly   stretches   out   his   neck  and_ 


Touches  his  beak  to  hers  as  though  In  a 
kiss.  Penguhu  are  also  very  Inquisitive. 

While  swimming  far  out  at  .sea,  they  will 
draw  close  to  a  passing  ship  and  inspect 
it  like  a  naturalist  inspecting  the  bones 
of  some  prehistoric  aiumal  Mi.sery  loves 
company  and,  like  human  beings,  a  de-- 
pressed  pengum  seeks  eompanlonshlp. 
Durum  the  moulting  ,season  when  he  lo.ses 
his  feathers,  he  invariably  leaves  home  to 
had  thoae  of  his  flock  who  will  sympathise 
with  hUn. 

HiappUy,  divorce  suits  are  unknown  to 
a  penguin  famUy.  With  them,  love  is 
eternal.  Even  after  wooing,  the  husband 
is  consUntly  kissing  his. wife  with  his 
beak  and  embracing  her  with  his  flippers 
at  tht  most  inopportune  momenta.

They  were  ringing  out  not  Jong  ago;  *»dr 
their  sweetness  must  have  been  all  the 
sweeter  to  tho.ie  who  heard  them  because 
once  upion  a  time  their  music  was  nearly 
sUeneed  for  ever. 

It  Is  Fernand  Redoute  who  plays  the 
bells  today, -as  he  did  twenty  years  ago 
end  more.  Rla  heart  sings  with  the 
chimes  Itwve  his  head,  for  he  loves  every 
cell  Of  tBi  famous  carillon,  and  he  saved 
them  all  from  an  vnttmety  end. 

During  the  occupation  of  Mons  by  the 
Germans  the  authorities  demanded  that 
Uie  bells  sh(^ld  be  handed  ove^.  That 
meant,  of  course,  that  they  would  be 
melted  down.  M.  Redoute  pleaded  with 
them  to  spare  the  bells,  but  there  was  no 
tepHeve.  Tlie  bells  must  go.  Then  It  wa.s 
that  M  Redoute  had  a  happy  thought. 
Humbly  he  bowed  to  the  Inevitable.  Be 
itpHed  that  the  bells  should  be  handed 
over,  begging  only  that,  as  a  special  con- 
eeeslon.  he  might  be  allowed  to  give  a  last 
redtal.  tp  which  )ie  invited  the  Germans. 

His  appeal  was  succes-sful  He  was  In- 
formed that  he  might  give  a  last  recital, 
and  th4t  IIM  OenMoa  wovld  attend.  It 
was  M  Redoute's  opportunity  He  made 
the  bells  plead  for  themaelves.  They  rang 
oat  an  fhlliMrfBi WBitti  tovil.  and 
When  It  was  over  there  was  sent  to  tiie 
rlever  carlUonneur  a  message  that  the 
bells  would  not  be  aeliid.  —  From  The 
QUIdwaa  Wtm^opw. 


A  Snake  of  the  Lee  Age 

THE  earliest  known  complete  snake  has 
Jtist  been  unearthed  from  the  shale 
depoaita  of  the  Green  River,  a  branch  of 
the  Colorado  in  Wyoming. 

About  thiere  the  dlnoaaurs  roamed,  but 
none  of  them  eveG«.*saw  the  snake,  for 
,  they*  were  extinct  long  before  this  kind 
'  snake  crawled  the  earth.  It  has  beep 
named  Boavus  Idelmanl,  is  thirty-eight 
ihches  long,  and  is  the  most  complete 
fossil  specimen  ever  discovered.  Owing  to 
the  flnene.s.s  and  bntth  ne-ss  of  their  bonii. 
snakes  seldum  are  lotmd  as  fossils. 

This  one  may  be  ,  no  older  than  the  lee 
Age.  when  men  alSO  dwelt  on  the  earth: 
but  the  Pliocene  strata  of  which  the 
shales  are  a  late  deposit  began  to  be  laid 
down  12.000.000  years  before  that. 

Snakes  were  known  still  ewllcr.  The 
last  dinosaur,  which  walked  the  marshes 
about  the  time  that  the  Weald  of  Kent  _ 
and  Su-iscx  was  underneath  the  sea,  saw 
the  earliest  models.  They  were  not 
poisonous' and  were  of  the  type  of  iht-bott 
constrictors  and  black  snakes 

The  venomous  ones  .seem  lo  have  come 
In  about  18,000.000  years  ago  In  the  Mio- 
cene period  and  the  rattlesnakes  with 
the  Pliocene.  The  earUest  man  was  m 
the  Pleistocene  period,  so  far  as  we  can 
tell  from  such  fossU  remains  of  him  that 
'  have  survived. 

The  Yorkshire  Giant 

THE  Bible  words  that  there  were  giants 
in  those  days  are  true  of  Yorkshire, 
for  a  mighty  man  of  valour  has  recently 
come  to  light,  and  hi.s  bones  are  to  be 
.seen  in  a  maseum  at  Settle,  England, 

They  are  of  exceptional  Interest  because 
of  their  a>,'e  Found  in  a  burial  mound, 
they  belong  to  a  man  who  lived  .several 
thousand  years  ago.  lie  died  before  reaeh- 
Ing  the  f\ill  st.ituic  of  rnanhwd.  but  he 
was  at  least  ten  inches  taller  than  most 
men  of  his  day.  Burled  In  a  shallow  grave 
along  w;th  five  other  people  he  -vas  laid 
t5  rest  ia  the  iron  Age,  and  sir  Arthur 
Keith,  who  has  examUMd  the  skeletctn. 
declares  that  the  old  bones  of  this  young 
man  are  one-flfth  thicker  than  those  of 
most  men  of  that  period. 

The  discovery  of  his  bones  is  a  rare  find,  , 
for.  though  the  part  of  Yorkshire  in 
which  he  lived  was  the  home  of  a  con-
